Keep the orchard clear of all dead 
brush. It being a harbor tor Injurious 
Insects. 

The cellar used tor storing trutt 
must be kept cooler than the vege- 
table cellar. 

The Ideal time for picking apples Is 
a matter that must be settled to a 
large degree by the individual. 

The coldest weather does not kin 
the Insects. Therefore spraying Is the 
safest method of killing them. 

Pears and apples keep better if 
picked a little green. Some pears ret 
tri.ru the core outward If allowed to 
ripen on the tree. 

The first advantage of fall planting 
Is that it induces the grower to get 
his nursery stock earlier than tr 
planting In the spring. 

Any kind of fruit tree will die when 
planted In ground that is all the time 
saturated with water. The tile dltcb 
is a necessity In such places. 
Trees set out In the fall do better 
the winter Is moderate, as the 
Is drier and the trees make a 
growth the next season. 
If your trees have been affected 
with leaf bllghU during the summer, 
spray them with bordeaux mixture 
after the crop has been gathered. 

Fall pruning is better than no prun- 
ing If you have some hardy varle 
ties of fruit trees that need pruning, 
there Is no danger In doing It In the 
fall.

It Is seldom advisable to feed whole 
grain to dairy cows. This has been 
demonstrated time and time again, 
both by experiment stations and In 
dividual dairy men and farmers. The 
animals cannot make as good use of 
whole grain as of grain that has been 
ground. The Michigan station has 
furnished some exact data on the sub- 
ject tbat are worth attention. The 
work was very carefully done and the 
results reported as follows: When 
whole corn was fed to cows 22.75 per 
cent passed through them unmastlcat- 
ed; when fed to heifers. 10 77 per 
cent., and when fed to calves. 6.28 per 
cent. When whole oats was fed to 
cows. 12.06 per cent passed through 
them unmastlcated; when fed to 
heifers. 6.48 per cent, and when fed 
to calves. 2.98 per cent. Whole corn 
and oats not masticated when fed to 
cows. 2646 per cent; to heifers. 17.50 
per cent, and calves 5.78 per cent. 
Chemical analysis showed practically 
the same composition of grain before 
feeding. Therefore It Is safe to 
elude tbat the animal derives no 
eflt from grain which passes through 
the digestive tract unmastleated. Ths 
results show two things: First, that 
reeding whole grain to cows and heif- 
ers Is a very wasteful practice; sec- 
ond, that the younger animals are 
more capable of n 
feed than older ones.
